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First Money Battle 
Of 81st Congress 
Due In House Today 


C atch-A ll 
A ppropriation

Washington, Feb. 15 (TP) — The 
first money battle 
of 
the 
81st 
Congress came before the House 
today after 
preliminary 
skirm ­ 
ishes in committees. 
It centers around a $466,882,177 
appropriation bill to finance mis­ 
cellaneous 
agencies 
whose 
pre­ 
viously allotted 
funds 
for 
the 
present fiscal year 
which 
ends 
June 30 fell short of actual needs. 
While there is little controversy 
over the actual money items in the 
catch-all measure, there is plenty 
of wrangling in sight over some 
of its provisions. 
Major “legislative provisions” in 
tile bill are these: 
1. A clause repealing a 
1948 
limitation on how much money 
the Bureau of Reclamation may 
use to hire its own workers 
on 
construction projects rather than 
handle the work through normal 
contracting channels. 
2. A clause repealing a 1948 ban 
against 
paying 
the 
salaries 
of 
Michael Straus and Richard Boke, 
reclamation 
bureau 
executives. 
The 80th Congress said no money 
should be paid to specified execu­ 
tives who don’t have an engineer­ 
ing background. Straus, as head 
of the bureau, and Boke, regional 
director at Sacramento, w ere the 
only two men affected. President 
Trum an asked that the 
ban 
be 
lifted. 
Tt went into effect February I 
and would have died automatically 
on June 30.) 
3. A section appropriating $2.- 
500.000 to the 
Tennesse 
Valley 
Authority to enable 
it to start 
work on a steam generating plant 
at New Johnsonville. Tenn. 
The 
8f)th Congress specifically reject­ 
ed this proposal, and Republican 
members say it has not been au ­ 
thorized by 
law 
and 
therefore 
amounts to original legislation. 
4. A 
clause 
extending 
until 
June 30 the life of the W ar Assets 
Administration, 
which 
otherwise 
would 
go 
out 
of 
business 
on 
February 28. 
5. A stop-gap clause extending 
until the end of May the Office of 
Housing Expediter, which, under 
existing law. would cease to exist 
when the present rent control act 
expires at the end of March.

ARE INCREASING 


* Parasite 
Is 
Threat 
To 
Lake Fishing 


Tile menace of the sea lam prey 
o G reat Lakes commercial fish­ 
ing was outlined to the Escanaba 
Lions club Monday night by Stan­ 
ley Lcvinse, conservation depart­ 
ment fish expert. 
Lcvinse revealed 
that 
82 per 
cent of the lake trout caught in 
Lake Huron in 1947 were scarred 
• 
by lamprey and that 65 per cent 
of the trout 
taken 
from 
Lake 
Michigan the 
same 
year 
bore 
lamprey scars. 
The 
speaker 
explained 
that 
there 
are five 
types 
of 
lam ­ 
prey 
common 
to 
Michigan 
w aters but that four of them are 
non-parasitie. Only the sea lam ­ 
prey is parasitic, he said, and it 
can easily be distinguished from 
the others by its size. N on-paras- 
C'* 
hic lampreys usually are nine to 
IO inches long but 
the 
vicious 
sea lamprey is from 
14 
to 30 
inches in length, averaging 16-18 
inches. 
The fish expert said that it is 
believed that the adult sea lam ­ 
prey dies 
after 
spawning, 
al­ 
though this has not been conclu­ 
sively determined. 
The lamprey 
lives in streams for a period of 
three to five years and 
is non- 
^ 
parasitic at that stage of life, Le- 
" 
vinse said. The snake-like 
fish 
lives in the deep waters of the 
Great Lakes \ xh to 3 1 g years be­ 
fore returning to the streams to 
spawn and apparently to die. 
Levinse said that lake trout is 
the most common victim 
of the 
lamprey but that whitefish suck­ 
ers, walleyes and other commer­

The fact that the White House has e m ­ 
phasized that General E isenhower’s retu rn 
to active duty will be of “sho rt-d u ra tio n ” 
indicates that General Ike has a specific 
job to do, to play the role of peacem aker 
between the heads of the arm ed services. 
W hen that job is done, presum a bly Eisen­ 
h o w e r will be free to retu rn to his job as 
president of Columbia. 
The unificiation of the arm ed forces has 
not w orked out as well as the nation had 
hopen. Main reason for this has been the 
jealousies b etween the army, the navy or 
the air forces. General Eisenhower a p p a r - Icomb 0 c

these differences so that progress towards 
unification can be resumed.

W ashington.—Looking at a m a p of the 
world and tracing along with y o u r finger

E urope at w hich the b o r ­ 
d er of Soviet Russia co­ 
incides with the bo rd e r cf 
a free E u ro p e an country. 
T h ere in that lonely, e m p ­ 
ty land, covered for most 
of the y e a r with ice and 
snow’, 
free N o rw a y and 
to talitarian Russia adjoin 
for a distance of a p p r o x ­ 
imately IOO miles. 
Except for the b o rd e r 
w e patrols, that line is undefended. The roads 
are prim itive or nonexistent. 
In general 
the same thing is tru e of the condition in 
northern Finland w h e re the Finnish bo rd er 
adjoins S w ed en and N orw ay. 
Although 
Fin lan d 
w as conquered by 
Soviet R u s s i a in th e a fte rm ath of the war, 
Finland is not today occupied by Soviet 
troops. It is, in effect, a neutral zone b e ­ 
tw een the U. S. S. R. and free, dem ocratic 
Scandinavia. 
But that whole zone ra n be tra n sfe rre d 
in a short time into a battle g ro u n d of the 
cold war. 
Troops could be concentrated 
there, espionage charges could be hurled J 
by both sides, b o r d e r incidents could de- | 
velop, and headlines could scream fear and f 
th rea t and reprisal. 
SWEDEN FEARS ALLIANCE

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Retired ‘Hogger’ Took 
First Train To Sault 


Schaffer 


Sault Ste. Marie,—The round­ 
house curve still looks 
good 
to 
Clifford Bernard, who saw it or­ 
iginally 62 years ago 
when 
he 
helped bring the first passenger 
train to the Sault. 
Bernard, now 84 years of age, 
was fireman on that first train 
which consisted of a locomotive, 
private car, and a caboose. The 
track, which had been layed from 
e the Soo Junction, extended only 
as far as the present roundhouse. 
“We called it a passenger train 
as we carried Jim McMillan, pre­ 
sident of the road, who was on 
an inspection trip,” recalls B er­ 
nard. 
The road then was known as 
Detroit, Mackinac and Marquette 
Line, and the 
track 
was 
laid 
from St. Ignace 
to 
Marquette, 
with regular service between the 
Uvo points. 
Clot $5 Apiece 
‘‘We had Joe Ellison as engine­ 
er and Louis Rose as conductor 
on that first trip. McMillan had 
us take him to the other end of 
the line at Michigamme and then 
back to St. Ignace. As a present 
he gave each member of the crew 
$5 apiece,” says Bernard. 
Some of the early days of rail­ 
roading were pretty rough, he re­ 
calls. Trains in those days were 
^ iust something to get a person to 
his destination and comforts were 
few. 
There were no ferries between 
St, Ignace and 
Mackinac 
City, 
but they did have a 
big 
scow, 
which would carry six cars and 
was towed across the Straits by 
a tug. 
Bernard, a native of Marquette, 
recalls the M arquette 
end 
was 
served by the Marquette, H ough- 
_ ton and Ontonagon railway, and 
® later the Detroit 
and 
Mackinac 
was merged and the entire line 
became known 
as 
the 
Dluth, 
South Shore and Atlantic. 
Bernard 
who 
retired 
as 
a 
“hogger” in 1937, had 
42 
years 
service on one run—the Sault to 
St. Ignace division. 
The names are like

Ii is ears—Brimley, Walsh, 
Raeo, 
Rexford, Strongs, 
Hulbert, 
Soo 
Junction, Peshims, Ozark. Allen- 
\ ille, Moran and the many others 
points which are now only m em ­ 
ories to the old timers. 
“That was a good 
run,” 
says 
Bernard. “Many the 
time 
we'd 
leave the Sault with a load, drop 
ii off at Soo Junction and start 
picking up cars of logs. pulp, etc., 
and have anothr load w hen we 
arrived at St. Ignace. 
“ It was one day down and one 
day back. 15 to 16 hours a day, 
and only Sundays for time oft.” 
P says the gnarled 
old 
engineer, 


whose hands are still tough from 
jockeying the Johnson bar. 
Bernard was born in Marquette 
in 1866, the son ot a blacksmith 
who passed through the Sault on 
Iris way to that mining town sev­ 
eral years before. Bernard .start­ 
ed working when he was young 
and his first job was driving a 
horse and cart for a construction 
company. 
However the railroad had just 
come in and that type of work 
struck his fancy. He started as an 
engine wiper at the roundhouse 
in that community and was soon 
sent to St. Ignace to work that 
division. His chance 
for 
riding 
the rails soon 
arrived 
and 
he 
started tiring. 
His eyes were on the hogger’s 
side of the cab, and he worked up 
to engineer in a few years. 
55 Years 
All told, Bernard 
worked 
55 
years on the 
railroad—all 
one 
line, the DSS&A and its predeces­ 
sors. He spent 47 years as an en­ 
gineer and 42 years on 
the 
one 
run, and like all old engineers, 
spent his last active one shunting 
a switch engine around the yards. 
As far as Bernard is concerned, 
snow was the worst 
enem y. 
It 
upset schedules and caused him 
many long and 
hard 
hours 
of 
work. And in those 
days 
there 
was no overtime, 
just 
straight 
time for hours spent on the job. 
Bernard’s 
toughest 
run 
was 
about 35 years ago when his train 
bucked 
snow 
tor 
four 
days 
straight from here to Marquette. 
“Ii was early in the winter and 
we were bringing an extra from 
Marquette to the Sault. After we 
left Newbern, on the way down, 
it started to rain and blow. When 
we hit Soo Junction the rain had 
frozen and the tracks were slip­ 
pery. Elven at that it was an all- 
night run from Marquette and we 
arrived here Sunday morning.” 
“We pulled out Monday m orn­ 
ing to return and the snow was 
pretty heavy.

was riding the

Boston, Feb. 15 UP)— T h e C om ­ 
m u n ist p a rty of Boston last night 
w as refused a p erm it for a sched­ 
uled S u n d ay m eeting as one city 
councillor reco m m en d ed “ b re a k ­ 
ing th e law , if necessary to keep 
th e m out.” 
M ayor Ja m es M. C urley agreed 
w ith a req u est from th e council 
urg in g him to refu se the perm it. 
“ It's a b o u t tim e w e in Boston 
beg an to ap p reciate w h a t is h a p ­ 
pening in H u n g a ry and G reece,” 
C urley said. 
“ I am against C om ­ 
m u n ism and I w ill refuse to g ra n t 
k n o w n C om m unists Hie privileges 
of dem ocracy.” 
C ouncillor Daniel F. Sullivan, 
sponsor of th e request, said he 
w as in fav o r of “ breaking th e law, 
if n ecessary.'’ 
H e said he 
w as 
“ violently opposed” to perm ittin g 
C o m m u n ists to arouse “o u r citi­ 
zens w ith p ro p ag an d a.”
